In replying to Mr, A., after ex- 
plaining the business relations between Slade 
and myself, I informed him that on the receipt 
of two thousand dollars ($2,000) we would 
lose no time in placing ourselves at his dis.

This letter was due in St. Petersburg about 
the 20th of January, 1876. Before it reached 
its destination, Mr. A. wrote to Colonel H. 8. 
Olcott, in New York, asking him if he thought 
82,000 a sufficient sum to offer Slade. On 
hearing this read by the colonel, I told him 
I had named that sum in my letter to Mr. A., 
when he remarked that inasmuch as Mr. A. and 
l agreed on that amount, there was nothing 
more to be said on that point. 

An immediate reply from Mr. A. ought to 
have reached us by the middle of February, 
but nothing came, Days passed, followed by
